A qualitied teacher should be well informed on the best methods ¢7 
teaching and be uble to apply these to attain the aims of education. She 
should be able to develop correct atmosphere of leatning and study in the 
Classtoom characterized -by co-operation rather than competition. The 

her should know real life situations and problems, and be able ra intro- 
doce these skilfully into the classroom at’the pupils’ level. One such 
problem is to accept tedious tasks with a spirit of perseverance and patience 

The qualified teicher should have the proper perspective in matters of 
discipline and guidince. She should recognize discipline not as an end in 
itseli bur asa form of development, the purpose of which is to help the 
Pupil to live in harmony ‘with his fellows, If the causes of misbehaviour 
airise Out of the home and neighborhood conditions, the teacher should be 
willing to co-operate with all social agencies to help solve the pupils 
dithculties, i ‘ 

The tcachtr should be prepared to co-operate with the home whenever 
possible, in order to acquaint the parents of what the school is doing for 
their children, This getting together would enable both parerits and
